The Summary of Invention lacks page, line, 
and Figure numbers. The Brief lists 4 issues, vet there were only 2 grounds of rejection. It is not clear whether claims 3-4, 3- 
7, and 27 should stand or fall separately, or together, since they lack that statement. Furthermore, thev are not separately 
argued.
